Jan. 12.- The Liberals 
iiiiide an encouraging start in the 
election struggle today by winning 
another seat in Ipswich, which 
returned the two Liberal candidates by 
largo majorities. Daniel Kurd Gemini 
was reelected, and Felix Cobbold de- 
feated Sir Charles Dalrymple, who for 
several years hie- represented Ipswich In 
the Conservative interests. 

By 1 Oo'clock the name of the first 
member of the new parliament was an- 
nounced, Sir Christopher Furness, Lib- 
eral, being returned unopposed for Hart- 
tlepool. A little later the score was 
evened by the unopposed re-election of 
Austin Taylor for East Toxteth. In the 
course of the day two more Liberals 
were elected without contest. 

Nominations Yesterday 
Nominations were nitide today in 180 
buroii"lis. The elections in these bor- 
oughs will commence tomorrow, and last 
for several days. 

Remarkable Features 
One of the remarkable features of the 
campaign is the extraordinary number of 
seats handed over to the Liberals with- 
out any attempt of the Unionists to con- 
test them. This is attributed in Cono-

During the 
last fiscal year the net expenditure was

OXDOX, Jan. 12.— Tho published 
interviews with German diplomats 
in which they say that tJerniany 
is going to the conference at Al- 
geciras with peaceful intentions, have 
greatly relieved the anxiety of the 
business and other sections of the com- 
munity. They have, however, made no 
impression on the diplomats and other 
officials of Great Britain, who, while 
they still believe, that in the end the 
majority of the powers will uphold the 
French contentions, expect some stormy 
sessions of the conference, and antici- 
pate the possibility of the withdrawal 
of Germany. 

In official circles it is considered that 
the views of France and Germany with 
regard to the policing of Morocco can- 
not bo reconciled. Germany, they be- 
lieve, will certainly hold to her agree- 
ment not to give France control of in- 
terior gendarmerie, which Franco main- 
tains should be left to her. Franco will 
contend for this particular almost as 
strongly as she will her claim to con- 
trol the frontier guards. 

Groat Britain will support the con- 
tention of France for the control of the 
interior gendarmerie, as well us all oth- 
er French interests. It is believed that 
Spain and Italy will take the same 
stand, as it is not thought that' any of 
the powers except Germany desire to 
send troops to .Morocco. The powers 
are prepared, it is understood, to depend 
on France for the protection of inter- 
ests of foreigners in Morocco. No 
great difficulties are anticipated with 
regard to financial reforms, as (iermany 
and France on this point tire not wide- 
ly divergent. 

The Italian Delegation 
Paris, .Ian. 12.— The Marquis Vis- 
count 1 Vent st a, head of the Italian 
delegation to (he Moroccan conference 
at Algeeira, arrived here from Rome 
last night, lie had a short interview 
with Prcmifer ltoevier and was after- 
wards received by Prince Von Itudo- 
liu. the German ambassador, with 
whom he conferred for an hour. The 
Echo Do Paris this morning says that 
its representative had an interview 
with the Marquis on the train between 
Dijon and Paris and flint the Italian 
statesman authorized the following 
statement : 

"The good wishes of the whole of 
Italy accompany me.

AS11INGTON, D.C.. .ran. 12.— 
A ll bough the present broach in 
the diplomatic relations be- 
tween France ami Venezuela is 
technically chargeable iigainsi Hie per- 
sonality of M. Taigny. the French 
charge at Caracas, the real issue, as it 

is underst 1 here, is I lie attack by 

President Castro upon Ibe properties and 
franchises of the French Cable company. 
The president asserted that the cable 
company had lent active assistance to 
the 'Mateos rebellion. 

Therefore he began proceedings in the 
Venezuelan courts against the company, 
alleging that the company had violated 
Hie terms of its concession in not laying 
certain lines of eotlsl cable ami especi- 
ally furnishing the island of Santo Do- 
mingo with land wires subjoct to fre- 
quent interruption in times of rebellion 
on that island. Tho courts sustained 
tlie president's views, and, in fact,, prac- 
tically took possession of the company's 
offices ul certain points, when the French 
government Intervened. 

in Ibe absence of the regular minister, 
M. Taigny presented 

A Written Protest 
In the Venezuelan government. Presi- 
dent Castro regarded this note us insult- 
ing to liis government, and refused to 



have anything to do with M. Taigny. 
Hut the French government refused to 
allow this dispute lo be made a personal 
one, and declared thai M. Taigny in his 
presentment had followed precisely the 
instructions of tho foreign office. 

At thifv point, .Mr. Russell, (he. Ameri- 
can minister at Caracas, intervened in 
the interest of peace, and after many 
patient exchanges, it was believed that 
finally ho had succeeded. But, While he 
induced President Castro to withdraw a 
note refusing to do business with M. 
Taigny, which the Freeh government re- 
garded as offensive, he could not prevail 
upon President Castro to resume his of- 
ficial relations with the French charge. 

The Climax Came 
on New Year's day, when the French 
government, supposing Unit a satisfact- 
ory settlement had been reached, receiv- 
ed with usual honor of the New Year 
reception tlie Venezuelan minister at 
Paris, onlv to learn that President Cas- 
tro had refused to do likewise for M. 
Taigny at Caracas. This omission 
touched the pride of the French govern- 
ment, which felt, if had been made the 
victim of double-dealing and deceit, 
which fact the French ambassador in 
Washington was not slow to communi- 
cate to tlie American state department. 
Mr. Russell reported his failure to ef- 
fect a settlement, thereby making him- 
self unpopular in Caracas, and then 
came notice from the French government 
that diplomatic relations with Venezuela 
were completedly severed. There is n 
hint of punitive measures on the part of 
France, and the situation is regarded 
officially as unpleasant, with possibilities 
of serious consequences. 

Cable Communication Broken 

Washington, .Jan. 12. — Tlie American 
state department lias been advised that 
cable communication with Venezuela has 
been suspended. 

Paris, ,lun. 12. — Though M. Bcntl- 
bonrguet, the Venezuelan charge d'af- 
faires, has not. yet received his passports, 
diplomatic relations between France ami 
Venezuela are considered to have been 
broken ofT. There is no question for the 
present of a naval demonstration, but 
there is no doubt that the French 'gov- 
ernment intends to have the fullest rec- 
ognition of and respect for its rights. An 
official note issued tonight says that al- 
though an ultimatum has not been sent 
to Venezuela. France cannot tolerate 
much longer President Castro's refusal 
to the French demands without consider- 
ing the advisability of taking stronger 
means (o enforce them.

character of the lands, so that lands un- 
suited for agriculture may be perman- 
ently reserved for production of timber:

ment to place on the free list seeds im- 
ported for afforestation purposes.

St. Petersburg, .Ian. 12.— The work- 
men's council, nfter consultation with the 
leaders uf the oilier proletariat organiz- 
ations: toilay. decided that the celebra- 
tion of tin' anniversary of January 22 
(lied Sunday) should take the form of a 
general pacilic strike for a single day. 
Delegates were appointed lo go lo 
France, '. leriiiuny and England, as well 
as other places n broad, for the purpose 
of thanking the workers of those coun- 
tries who propose to join in a general 
observance of the anniversary. 

A three-cornered discussion is in pro- 
gress between Uencral Mnryuoff, (be 
.Motva (ltuss) and Novoe Vremyn on the 
question of personal bravery of the 
.feus. The controversy was precipitated 
by the publication of an article signed 
by General Marynoff, in w hich the Jew- 
ish rsoldiers were stigmatized as cowards 
and in which it was declared that they 
Resorted to Every Conceivable Ruse,... 
even lo the extent of mutilating them- 
selves in order to avoid service. The 
article said thai those who actually 
reached Manchuria feigned sickness be- 
fore every fight and that the fright of 
the .Tews in battle was enough lo shake 
the morale of an entire regiment. The 
Jews, the article said, were also guilty 
of constant desertion, and il was al- 
leged that there were 2"i(i desertions of 
Jews from a single division as compared 
with the desertion of eight Christians. 
In concluding his article Gen. Marynoff 
said that the Jew, on account of cowar- 
dice and physical weakness, was not lit 
to be a soldier. 

The Mnva look up the cudgels of the 
Jews, warmly defending their moral 
courage, giving them credit for bearing 
the brunt of the revolutionary struggle, 
and explaining t hat any faults they may 
have shown at the front were born of 
their detestation of the rule of their op- 
pressors. 

Jews Organized Revolution 
The Novo Vremyn sided with General 
Marynoff. but acknowledged the abili- 
ties of the Jews, who, il said, were the 
real organizers of the Russian revolu- 
tion. It insisted, however, that while 

the Jews had furnished bombs to the 
terrorists, they had done little actual 
fighting. In continuing its side of the 
argument the Novo Vremya berates 
those foreigners in the United States 
and elsewhere "who 1 raise money to buy 
weapons for the defence of the poor lilis- 
sian Jews, which in reality are used to 
tight the government. Then the fore- 
igners blame the government for the 
harsh measures adopted to quell rebel- 
lion."

WE WANT PARTICULARS. 

"Corporate influeucc," l>.v which we 
presume is meant the iuflucnco of cor- 
porations in civic matters, and munici- 
pal ownership of public utilities are 
high-sounding, hut very indefinite 
phrases. Like "undeveloped resources," 
''illimitable possibilities," nod :i host of 
others, their mantle cows a multitude 
of things, Let us divest them of their 
glamor ami find out exactly what they 
mean as applied to the municipal situa- 
tion in .Victoria. 

What corporation influence is being 
exercised or has been exercised on or 
among the aldermen? Let us have dates 
and particulars. Who among the present 
aldermen have succumbed to it and fall- 
en by the wayside? WJiat was tho 
extent and the character of the influence 
exerted, and why? Corporation influ- 
ence, where it exists is very subtle in 
I ils operations and insidious in its meth- 
ods. It is no respecter of persons. Is 
there any guarantee that it will not at- 
tack aldermen in the future, no matter 
of what ticket elected? What right has 
.Air. Morley to talk about corporate in- 
fluence, unless he is prepared to prove 
that somebody has been influenced? 
Then when we come to municipal own- 
ership and control of public utilities can 
Mr. Morley or any of his supporters tell 
lis what the city can own or control in 
the way of public utilities more than it 
already owns and controls? 

Docs it not all depend in the final 
analysis upon the character of men who 
are elected? Must we assume that -Mr. 
Morley and his aldermanic ticket, are 
made out of superior clay to others who 
are seeking the same positions? We can- 
not: judge of Air. Morley's fitness for of- 
fice by anything he has yet done, be- 
cause he lias never been in municipal 
office. Therefore, we have a right to 
know the details of his policy. 

It is all very well to tall; about things 
in tin; abstroct. To come down to strict 
cases, what is meant by "corporate in- 
fluence" and "municipal control of public 
utilities"? Then, again, if we are to have 
a new regime in public improvements 
and the city is to he lifted out. of the 



enough, he can safely defy constituted 
authority. 

The action at present being taken is 
all the more iimyarrauted from the fact 
that the official investigation of Miss 
Cameron's ease lias "not yet. been' con- 
cluded. It is an endeavor to forestall 
the finding of the commissioner. At the 
present rate of progress that cannot pos- 
sibly be secured before the date of the 
elections. We have not the slightest 
idea of what the conclusion to be arrived 
al by Judge Lampman will be: hut in 
case if should lie against Miss Cameron | 
and in favor of the school board would 
not her supporters lie in a somewhat 
embarrassing position? It is, therefore, 
tactically a mistake as well as a mistake 
of policy. 

Would the members of Miss Camer- 
on's committee care to have their alti- 
tude construed as supporting the late 
principal of South Park school whether 
she was right or wrong? If so, all argu- 
ment fails, and the electors must choose 
as their sympathies dictate. The Colon- 
ist does not wish to prejudice Miss Cam- 
eron's case. , It has endeavored to take 
a strictly impartial coarse in dealing 
with it. It believes in having a square 
deal for Miss Cameron anil also for the 
'hoard of school trustees. 

If Miss Cameron is in the wrong she 
is not entitled (o public sympathy and 
support. If the members of the school j 
board have performed their duty prop- 
erly they should have the support of the ;

Tho Railway company wanted ample 
terminal facilities, and was able to se- 
cure them by dealing with the govern- 
ment on reasonable terms rather than 
with private landholders.

Last session of the Dominion, parlia- 
ment when the question was raised 
by those who had some interest in 
Canada getting the full benefit of de- 
veloping her own resources within her 
own territory, it was denied that the 
Great Northern would discriminate 
against Canadian interests.

We have here hi the Slocan a strik- 
ing Instance of what we are to expect 
wherever and whenever the Great 
Northern has tin opportunity to dis- 
criminate in favor of the United States, 
in which of course It in furthering Its 
own interests. It can as a matter of 
fact only make money in British Col- 
umbia mines by hauling ore to the 
United States smelters by which it 
gets the benefit of the long haul. In 
pursuing such a course it Is needless 
to say the Great Northern 1ms no pat- 
riotic motives to serve. It is strictly 
a business corporation. Its interests 
lire in the United States, as those of 
the C. 1'. it. are in Canada, and its 
policy is to serve its own interests in 
Its own way, It. therefore, devolves 
upon Canada to serve its own interests 
In a similar manner wherever possible. 

The policy of the Great Northern 
with respect to Slocan Ores is so ob- 
viously one of discrimination against 
Canada that the Nelson News, which 
as a supporter of the "solid seven" in 
parliament cannot be accused of hos- 
tility to that railway, feels called on 
to observe: 

"The increase in the freight rale on 
ore from Sandon t,, Kaslo, recently In- 
augurated by tho Kaslo & Slocan hail- 
way, appears to be about as short- 
sighted an Innovation as any rallrpad 
company has been guilty of in tins 
province for some time past.

Mr. Duval, father of the child, testi- 
fied that the child, ten months old, had 
been us well as usual until Jast Sat- 
urday evening when it was restless, ap- 
pearing to be teething. The mother 
gave it one of Stcedman's Soothing 
powders as she had previously done, at 
ti [i. in. Afterward the child seemed 
fatigued and became sleepy. When the 
parents retired at or 10 p. in., they 
noticed nothing more than that Hie 
child appeared sleepy. At 1 a. 111., Sun- 
day morning, it roused the mother, and 
she endtttvored vainly to feed the child. 
Again at 5 p. in., she offered a feed- 
ing bottle to the baby, but it would not 
j feed. At 5:45 a. m. the child became 
i limp and seemingly unconscious. Be- 
coming alarmed the father notified Dr. 
.1. S. Helmcken, who arrived about an 
hour later. He worked upon the child 
for un hour, but it did not revive. 

Dr. Fagan, secretary of the provin- 
cial board of health, gave evidence re- 
garding the post mortem examination 
of the deceased child, which had been 
conducted in conjunction with Dr. It. 
L. Frnser. He described the various 
organs as normal, the face of the left 
lung being slightly congested. The 
pupils were contracted. There was no 
mark of violence, or of disease, and 
nothing to account for the death of the 
child. Dr. It. L. Frnser, the well- 
known local practitioner, also gave evi- 
dence of the post-mortem examination, 
lie said the child had been well-nour- 
ished. There were no marks of violence 
or signs of disease. The pupils were 
abnormally contracted. Brain, heart, 
lungs, and all abdominal portions were 
in normal condition, the lung being con- 
gested only by the usual post-mortem' 
congestion. The stomach wus removed 
intact witli a view to analysis. From 
his examination he was unable to find 
the cause of death. The blood was in 
more than ordinary fluid condition. 

To Mr. Rogers ho said he did not ap- 
prove of teething powders. Five years 
ago he knew a child which almost died 
after taking such powders. He had 
been sent for ami was unable to awake 
the child for a long time, but: did event- 
ually. Ii was a symptom of 1 opium 
poisoning for a child lo be in a stupor, 
and il was exceedingly difficult to

Twenty-seven momliers nf the hoard 
of trade were present yesterday after- 
noon when T. L. Paterson, chairman, 
called the quarterly general meeting to 
order. Little discussion was engendered 
through the various subjects brought to 
the attention of the members. The 
special committee having in charge the 
pilotage and port charges matter re- 
quested further time for their report, 
which was granted. 

After the adoption of the minutes of 
the previous quarterly meetin the cor- 
respondence regarding the proposed 
bridge across Seymour Narrows was 

laid before the ting. <'. II. Lugrin 

in speaking about the letter from Sena- 
tor Macdonnld stated that the idea 
should not be allowed to prevail that the 
undertaking was an impossibility, as no 
. engineer had 'ever reported oil its Tens-' 
ibility. He had spoken about the mat- 
ter to several nf the federal ministers 
and in particular with Mr. Emerson, 
minister of railways. On the suggestion 
of that gentleman, who had explained 
that the public in Eastern Canada was 
not familiar -with the project, he had 
secured the good ollices of C. II. Gib- 
bons to send out articles to several of 
the larger daily papers in the East deal- 
ing with the subject. Such articles had 
lieen printed in Winnipeg, Montreal. 
Halifax and other cities and bad already 
aroused considerable interest. He moved 
that a committee of three tie appointed 
to carry <>n the correspondence for the 
purpose of having the Dominion govern- 
ment provide the services of an engi- 
neer to survey the Narrows and po as- 
certain if railway connection could he 
hud between Vancouver Island mid the 
mainland. The motion was seconded by
